The announcement is made in Maiden 
I-ano that the big diamond hoVise or Nere- 
schelmer * Co. of this cityl.will .retire 
from business January 1st next. 


Similar.knnouncements have been maelo 


by T. and M. Bruhl and Freunfl & Co. 
About twenty firms of similar standing 
have either already retired or intend to 
do so. 


E. August Neresoheimer, senior partner 


ot Nerescheimer & Co., said to a reporter 
that the firms, representing about $6,000,- 
COO, had been forced out of the diamond 
business by smugglers. 


"In 1S03," said he, "the duty on dia- 


mcnds was advanced from 10 to 23 per- 
cent. The imports at that time amounted 
to }13,000,000 yearly. Since then they have 
fallen oft to $2,500.000. In those four years, 
diamond smuggling reached 
enormous 


proportions. It is not usual for diamonds 
to b« bought In England and sold in Neiv 
York at an advance of only G per cent on 
the purchase money. We ItnoTv when a 
large sale of gems is made in Europe, anc! 
if the same diamonds appear on the mar- 
ket here at n price that would mean a 
loss had they gone through the Custom 
House, we know they have boon smug- 
Si*d. It is not the fault of the customs 
officers. The smugglers have become so 


- expert that detection is almost impossible, 


legitimate dealers are the sufferers. By 
making terms with the smugglers we 
might continue in business, but 
firms 


that will not do this are slowly but surely 
giving up the Sght, and It looks as thoush 
there will be in a short time no legitimate 
diamond trade." 


Special Agent Cross of the Treasury De- 


prirtment said: 


"Tli* special agents early this spring 


recommended that the former Cuty or 10 
per cent on diamonds be restored, and un- 
der tho T'ingley bill we believe smuggling 
M'ill be greatly reduced. It is a fact that 
honest Importers have been almost driven 
out of business by smugglers, who, liy 
saving the 23 per cent fluty, were compen- 
sated for risking detection. 


"It Is almost Impossible to prevent dia- 


mond smuggling, unless the officials are 
warned against certain individuals. 
In- 


spectors must have positive information 
before forcing a passenger to be searched.

Clark, too, is 
a ptiarmacist and he can compound 
the doctor's prescription. We will have 
the best equipment experience can sug- 
gest, and we shall be well supplied with 
weapons to use in self d«fense if nec- 
essary." 


Dr. Edwards, who has visited Alaska, 


has prepared a list of meats, sachhar- 
ine and farinaceous food products, to- 
gether with fresh and dried fruits and 
pickles. To this will be added tea, cof- 
fee, 
chocolate, spices, etc., and the sup- 


ply is based on a total of 70 ounces of 
food for each man daily. 


"This amount," said Dr. Edwards, 


"may be reasonably assured 
as the 


quantity necessary to the maintenance 
of man's perfect health In a lititude 
such as the Yukon. We intend to take 
along a good supply of spirituous liq- 
uors as they will be of great value to 
us.

tically in the hands of the rebels, says 
the Herald's correspondent at Montevideo, 
and the war is at an end. While the rebels 
have not npsct the Government, they 
have forced it into a corner from which 
there seems to be no escape, and the final 
result undoubtedly will be a complete 
overthrow of the existing conditions in 
Uruguay. 


An armistice between the rebels and tha 


Government was signed a few days a«o. 
It was to remain lnv force until August 
1st. 


Peace negotiations were Immediately 


sst on foot. The negotiations have led to 
a proposed form of Government to the 
rebel chiefs of peace, the rebels to bo 
given the Presidency o£ the rapublic and 
t!ie Governors of six province*. In addi- 
tion, every rebel who has been dismissed 
from the army is to be reinstated under 
the new movement, and all those exiled 
on account of the revolution are to be 
allowed to return. 


Pedro Jose Ramirez ha* been practically 


decided upon for the new President. 
though the details of how and when he i* 
to take the onice have not yet been de- 
cided upon. 


Ramirez is the most acceptable man to 


the Government so long as it .has been 
forced to yield. His ideas are not ex- 
tremely radical, and it is hoped that un- 
der his administration the interest* o£ 
Uruguay will be a«ain brought together. 


When the plon of peace was submitted 


to the rebel chiefs, they Insisted on many 
changes, after which they agreed to the 
terms. 


With such a foothold as they have won,
